Who Wants The 


Service Destroyed? 


From J. Harry Stamper, 
Lexington, Ky.:

Several weeks ago, I read with great 
interest your article with reference to de- 
stroying the “service” and I agree with 
a great many of the things that you say 
therein, especially where you point out 
that so long as the service exists there will 
always be handbooks, for as fast as some 
are closed many others are opened. 

My question is, WHO WANTS TO DE- 
STROY THE SERVICE? The track oper- 
ators, the breeders, or who? 

I have just completed an extensive 
search of the law-books to determine the 
many ways that have been attempted to 
stop the service in the past and that have 
failed. The current issue of Life maga- 
zine, in an article titled THE RACING 
RACKET, states at page 126: “In fact 
racing probably is doomed anyway as 
long as the bookmaking racket, which 
keeps the sport constantly teetering on 
the edge of the underworld, is permitted 
to flourish.” 


I, for one, would not like to see racing 
blacked out, but it seems that the author 
of the article in Life believes that will 
happen unless, as he states in conclusion, 
off-track betting is legalized and the state 
steps in and exercises a greater degree of 
control of racing. That would indeed be 
a sad day for racing—so it seems that the 
track operators themselves or the breed- 
ers will have to do something about it. 


I know that there are ways of effectively 
stopping the service on a national scale; 
my studies of the law have proven that 
belief or knowledge. This is not a new 
problem that is facing racing, but one that 
has existed ever since I can remember, 
and to this day the service still exists. The 
only reason that I can see for such a state 
of affairs is that neither the breeders nor 
the track operators really and sincerely 
want to stop the service. The issue is 
drawn—it is for the persons most vitally 
interested to determine what to do about 
it. 


Gerry Webb’s Death 


From Mrs. Sybil W. Young, The Plains, 
Va.: 


As a devoted friend of Gerry Webb’s I 
would like to correct some of the impres- 
sions left by the account of his tragic ac- 
cident in the April 26 edition of your 
paper. 


(1). First of all, his Christian name is 
spelled with a G not a J, a minor point to 
be sure and mentioned only for the sake 
of accuracy. 

(2). He is survived by his father, Dr. 
Gerald B. Webb and also three sisters and 
one brother— 

Mrs. Gerald Bennett, Mrs. Charles Col- 
lins, Mrs. Farnsworth and Mr. Joel Webb. 


(3). The irons Gerry rode in that day 
were large hunting stirrups, too big for 
the paper-thin racing boots he was wear- 
ing, therefore he did not squeeze his large 
foot sideways into a small stirrup as stated 
in your story. That would have been self- 
destruction indeed. Gerry was valiant and 
fearless but not a fool, and he loved life 
rather better than a lot of us. 


(4). His horse “Inure” was anything 
but a rogue. He was young, five years old, 
and very green, with an extremely temper- 
ate disposition, rather too much so in 
Gerry’s mind. His worst fault, which un- 
doubtedly contributed to the accident, was 
that he did not have enough drive and in- 
centive for racing, hence the many re- 
fusals. 


(5). The horse was not bought for $10 
by Gerry—he was a gift, but because of 
some technicality in the Jockey Club Rule 
Book $1 (one dollar) passed hands be- 
tween Gerry and the previous owner and 
so “Inure” became his “dollar horse.”

OMORROW morning’s local blatt will carry a col- 

umn by Pew Drearson reporting the secret meeting of 
the Legislature’s Ways and Means Committee held tonight 
at the ‘witchpocket Airtel. The meeting, though on union 
time, was kept secret in order to assure full publicity for the 
discussion. 

Chairman I. Elmer Twitchpocket opened the meeting, 
as usual, by saying, ““We gotta get some more scratch some- 
where, boys.” 

He went on to give a progress report on Maine’s no- 
pain system of taxation, the basic philosophy of which is 
that taxes should be levied principally upon things which 
people would be better off without too much of. ‘This pro- 
gram, which started out 250 years ago with a tax of five 
mills on a piggin of apple cider, has now grown to consider- 
able proportions. In the year 2034 the State’s revenue was 
derived from the following sources:

“There’s a lot of chatter like that going on. There’s 
just one way to stop it, and that is to raise a lot more easy 
money. 

““As a matter of fact we have only scratched the surface. 
And since it is getting a little difficult to keep governmental 
operations going, I think it is time to scratch a little deeper.” 

Twitchpocket then explained his bill to legalize and 
license stealing. ‘The bill calls for an annual license fee of 
$400 and a commission of 10 per cent on everything run 
through “the fence,” on small operations such as shoplifting, 
purse-snatching, minor burglary, and miscellaneous pilfering. 
A take ranging up to 20 per cent for the State is proposed for 
major operations such as confidence games and embezzling. 

No provision is made for taxing robbery or appropriation 
of public funds for private use. “I think we would take a 
firm stand against robbery,” said TTwitchpocket, “at least 
for the time being.”? Since misappropriation of public funds 
involves the State’s money, I think it should be tax-free.” 

Twitch was warmly seconded by Col. Elmer Owi, who 
gave four main reasons—the regular set—for adoption of 
the bill: (1) Stealing is going on anyway, so we may as 
well have the revenue; (2) stealing now presents a police 
problem, and the T'witchpocket bill would remove this prob- 
lem; (3) the losers aren’t going to lose any more, and a 
winner doesn’t care, as long as he wins; (4) we need the 
money. 

Colonel Owi added that he thought the revenue ob- 
tained ought not to be put into the general fund but should 
be earmarked for benefit payments to indigent voters, prefer- 
ably just before election time. ‘You have to butter up the 
peasants,” he said. 

Mr. Twitchpocket then said that one man had com- 
plained that he didn’t want anybody stealing from him. 
“But I explained to him that he could get a beginner’s 
license himself for $50.” 

At this point Elmer Ccec threw his support to the bill. 
“Hot dog!” he said. “Get ’em going and coming!” 

All eyes now turned to Elmer Ddt, a tower of strength 
in the majority party. He rose to his feet and began: “This 
bill would encourage more stealing ... .” 

At that moment the whistle blew and the meeting had 
to adjourn without finding out whether Ddt meant to de- 
clare for or against the bill.

A Lot of Fog, A Little Smoke; 
Seems We Overrated Phalanx 


New YorK 

Belmont Park has had rather more than 
its share of weather, and on a few days 
last week conditions were on the thither 
side of execrable. On Thursday, when it 
rained all morning, the crowd was held 
to the lowest mark of the season, but still 
upward of 16,000 is not a bad race track 
crowd, and betting does not drop propor- 
tionately. A crowd of 18,000 or so comes 
up with the first $2,000,000, approxi- 
mately, and then it takes more than 18,000 
more to add another million to that total. 
This apparently shows that rain dampens 
ribbon clerks, but not horse players. At 
least, any time you figure per capita bet- 
ting, you find it goes up as the crowd goes 
down. 

The most unusual day, however, was 
Wednesday, when a fog blanketed the 
course so effectively that the first five 
races were virtually invisible. The chute 
races were particularly obscured, because 
the quarter-pole kept drifting in and out 
of the fog, and it was really only in the 
last furlong that colors became discern- 
ible. 

But just before the Roseben Handicap 
the fog lifted entirely, and the feature was 
run in a mild sort of sunshine. Inroc, as 
you know, won the race, with Polynesian 
fourth. 

I had guessed that Polynesian tired un- 
der his 132 pounds, but his trainer, Morris 
Dixon, thought not. “Weight wouldn’t 
have stopped him in the first three fur- 
longs,” he said, “and he never seemed to 
want to run at all. When we took him 
home he was kicking and trying to play. 
I don’t have any excuse at all, unless he 
just didn’t like the track.” That could 
have been it. If Polynesian had liked the 
track on Wednesday he would have con- 
stituted a minority of one. 


A Ray of Light 


As matters stand, Belmont Park can 
hardly do anything on its backstretch con- 
struction program, because the priority on 
materials seems to run something like this: 
large business construction, veteran hous- 
ing, repairs to churches, small business 
construction, other housing, dog houses, 
and race tracks. So about all the track 
superintendent, C. V. (Neil) Boyle, can 
do is to toy with ideas until he can get 
materials. 

One that has been tried, thus far not 
very successfully, is a fire prevention de- 
vice which consists of an extremely sensi- 
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tive beam of light which runs from end to 
end of a stable through small holes at the 
tops of the stalls. If this beam is broken, 
as for instance by smoke, all hell breaks 
loose in the way of alarms and sirens. But 
the one time it was tried, the beam proved 
too sensitive, so that even cigarette smoke, 
drifting into the stall, would set the alarms 
off. Of course people shouldn’t smoke in 
stables, but try to stop them. 

Eventually the stables are all to be 
wired for alarms which go off right in the 
sensitive ears of the Elmont Fire Depart- 
ment, and the plan will be to wire the sta- 
bles in groups of three or four, so the 
exact location of a fire on the extensive 
Belmont property will be evident to the 
fire department from the beginning. A 
matter of minutes, or even seconds, can 
be tremendously important with anything 
as inflammable as a stable, so the plan 
seems very sound. 
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Deliberation 


Perhaps I shouldn't keep harping on the 
deliberation with which racing is operated 
hereabouts, because for one thing it isn’t 
as bad as I sometimes make it sound. But 
last week a trainer walked into the secre- 
tary’s office and picked up a condition 
book from a rack filled for that purpose. 
He read it a minute or two, then stopped 
transfixed. 

“Here’s a race that fits one of my horses 
like a glove,” he said. “Shove the entry 
blanks over.” 

The entry clerk took the book away 
from him and studied the race. Then he 
looked at the cover of the book. 

“That’s a 1946 book,” he said. 


“It came out of this rack,” said the 
trainer, who was of the opinion that he 
was racing in 1947, 

Examination of the rack showed it was 
filled entirely with 1946 condition books. 
What is a year, of course, in comparison 
with the sweep of ages? 


And Now Tailspin 


The Peter Pan was just about what the 
result showed. Of course Phalanx was 
giving the winner 17 pounds, and further- 
more the ground he lost circling on the 
outside, while Tailspin was taking a 
shorter course along the rail, was consid- 
erably more than the distance he was 
beaten by. 

Even so, bettors were not entirely un- 
reasonable in taking 4 to 5 that Phalanx 
could whip the Peter Pan field even under 
the circumstances. It seemed to me that 
while he made one good run around the 
last turn, he wasn’t gaining very much at 
the end, and it might have taken him quite 
a while to get to the winner. 

Add this to the fact that the only horse 
in the division of the Wood which Phalanx 
won that has done anything since was 
Owner’s Choice, which took the seven- 
furlong Swift Stakes, and it seems obvious 
that we overrated Phalanx to begin with. 
His Wood looked like a corking race, but 
it just wasn’t. He may still win next Sat- 
urday’s Belmont Stakes, if he can keep on 
pounding as his late run indicates he can, 
but if he does I shall suspect a defect in 
the stamina of his opposition. 

Brabancon, which was the only other to 
show much in the Peter Pan—possibly an 
exception should be made for Young 
Peter, though he had little weight aboard 
—was running second for his ninth time, 
his fifth in eight starts this year. His 
performance was a litile better than it 
looked, perhaps, because he was up fight 
ing over the lead with Hyblaze from the 
beginning, which made it that much 
harder to hang on in the stretch. 


But on the whole, I’m afraid the Peter 
Pan was just another horse race.

What R. S. McLaughlin of Oshawa, 
Ont., owner of the Parkwood Stable, did 
just one year ago in the King’s Plate with 
Kingarvie, he did again on Saturday. A 
year ago it would have been an upset had 
Kingarvie lost. This year it was some- 
what of an upset when Moldy won. He 
was only lightly regarded at 17 to 1. 

The son of Teddy Wrack—Obituary, by 
Obliterate, had an unimpressive record of 
but a single win in nine starts as a 2-year- 
old. In his one start at three, in the Plate 
Trial of a week ago, he looked fairly good. 
He was second, and because of that was 
17 to 1 in the Plate. Without that he might 
have been 1‘ to 1. 

It was his Gay, however, no matter what 
he had done previously and no matter 
what he may do in the future. He was 
acclaimed by close to 50,000 fans—the 
Ontario Jockey Club gave it officially as 


48,015. It was the greatest crowd to ever 
attend a horse race at Woodbine Park, 
which means the greatest ever in Canada. 
The only one that might approach it was 
when Sir Barton and Man o’ War staged 
their match race at old Kenilworth Park 
in Windsor. 

As for the King’s Plate, it was figured 
to be a wide-open event. And that’s what 
it turned out to be. The public settled on 
Tularch, owned by C. G. McCullagh, pub- 
lisher of the Toronto Globe and Mail, and 
owner of Archworth when he won _ the 
Plate in 1939, as the favorite on the 
strength of a good run in the six furlongs 
of the Plate Trial. They made Kanlee, 
owned by H. Lahman of Toronto, as sec- 
ond choice, with Watch Wrack of the Don 
Earl Stable as third choice. 

As for Moldy, he had some followers 
mainly on the fact that in the Plate Trial 
he had finished well and looked like he 
might go a distance. Then too he was in 
the Parkwood colors, and many persons 
wouldn’t let those double figures go by on 
such a popular stable. 


Exciting Contest 


With 18 declared in on Friday when ac- 
ceptances were made, it was definite that 
some would have to start outside the 12- 
stall gate, and this caused some concern. 
Lochiel Lass, running mate of Moldy, and 
Hemdoll were scratched, thus leaving Yel- 
lowknife as the lone filly. It still left four 
outside the gate, and two of these, Tularch 
and Kanlee, were first and second choices. 

Starter Walter Richey had them at the 
gate only two minutes, which was surpris- 
ing, because many figured on a long delay. 
It was an excellent start for all but Curiy 


J. and Mulligan. 


The speed horses Tularch and Florist 
raced into the lead at the first turn, with 
the lone western-Canada horse, Sir Ach- 
toi, right in there. The latter soon had 
enough, but Tularch and Florist set a fast 
pace. In the meantime the more or less 
overlooked Moldy was away well, settled 
into sixth position early and clear on the 
outside, raced up to fourth going down the 
backstretch. Tularch and Florist had 
killed each other as they came out of the 
back stretch to the eastern turn, and Moldy 
went around them easily, Yellowknife go- 
ing with him. 

In the stretch Moldy took command and 
had three lengths to the good as they hit 
for the wire. By this time the slow start- 
ers like Kanlee, Watch Wrack, and Bur- 
boy, had moved up. Slowly they gained 
on Moldy and appeared as if they might 
catch him. But they, too, seemed to flat- 
ten a bit just before the wire and Colin 
McDonald got his very tired mount across 
by half a length. Burboy. which ran a 
splendid race, and like Moldy was a sur- 
prise performer, had a neck on Watch 
Wrack, which in turn had a neck on Kan- 
lee, which had two on Yellowknife. 


No Excuses Offered 


There were no alibis in defeat from any 
of the owners, trainers or riders. And it’s 
usually from the riders you can get the 
best picture. Not one had an adverse 
word to say. 

Following the eighty-eighth running of 
the Plate, the oldest continuously run race 
on the North American continent, His Ex- 
cellency, Field Marshall, the Right Hon- 
ourable The Viscount Alexander of Tunis, 
C. G. B., Governor General of Canada,

But Why Not: Her Dam Preferred 
Not to Run Like Her Grandam 


Whenever a first-class race mare goes 
through an extended breeding career with- 
out producing a horse of high class, I am 
grieved no end, because it messes up my 
preconceived ideas about this breeding 
business. Similarly, when a mare with- 
out distinction as a racer becomes a good 
producer, I find myself immediately scuf- 
fling about in the records to see what 
gives. Ordinarily, like any reasonably 
good dogmatist, I can come up with a 
fair alibi. 

Even with a top-class sire and top-class 
mare, and everything else on the favorable 
side, the normal expectation in this busi- 
ness is a horse of Grade D or worse. The 
first-class horse may always be consid- 
ered a fortunate departure from normal 
expectation. 

But, given a reasonable number of 
chances, I still rather confidently expect 
a Prudery to turn up with a Whiskery and 
a Victorian, a Cleopatra to produce a 
Pompey, an Alcibiades to furnish a 
Menow, a Nellie Morse to have Nellie 
Flag, and Nellie Flag to have Mar-Kell. 

Sometimes I have to wait a long spell 
for a Mata Hari to come up with a Spy 
Sometimes a Black Helen looks as 
if she would never come through. That's 
where you have to look twice to see what's 
the matter. [I don’t know what’s the mat- 
ter with Black Helen, a litthke mare whose 
class was in inverse proportion to her size, 
unless it is the fact that she is hard to get 
in foal, and has not been bred to a va- 
riety of top stallions. 

Her first foal was a filly by *Sickle, 
hopefully named Be Like Mom. This Be 
Like Mom, which wasn’t at all like mom, 
now shows up as the dam of But Why Not, 
which on May 9 performed the not in- 
considerable feat of giving Cosmic Mis- 
sile a beating in the Pimlico Oaks, and 
on May 13 beat 12 rivals for the Acorn 
Stakes. But Why Not was fired for an 
osselet last spring and was out of action 
most of the year, but when Trainer Jimmy 
Smith turned her over to King Ranch’s 
Trainer Max Hirsch last fall he made 
some sort of remark to the effect that she 
might be found the best filly of the Brad- 
ley stable. Her wins at Pimlico and Bel- 
mont Park set her definitely among the 
top 3-year-old fillies. Her loss of the 
Coaching Club American Oaks did not re- 
move her from that list; sometimes fillies 
just do not choose to run. 


Be Like Mom, dam of But Why Not, 
raced only twice, at two, both times un- 


Song. 
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placed. At the Belmont Park spring meet- 
ing of 1939 she was second choice to the 
redoubtable Rosetown in a race for maiden 
fillies, her price having been beaten down 
by heavy play resulting from public 
knowledge of her very fast workouts. She 
made a stout bid, wrung her tail, and 
dropped back in the stretch. In the au- 
tumn at Belmont Park she came out for 
the Matron Stakes won by Miss Ferdi- 
nand, did some more tail-wringing, and 
finished last of ten. 

That was enough for Colonel Bradley, 
who probably had lost a couple of bets on 
her. He knew she could run, but it had 
cost him money to find out that, on these 
two occasions at least, she wouldn’t. So 
he sent her back to the farm without ever 
having found out what she could do if she 
tried. . . . Well, anyway, Black Helen is 
the grandam of a good one. 


England’s Derby 


In America, where breeding is more 
scattered geographically and less depend- 
able mathematically, it is a rare year when 
sons of three high-class mares finish one- 
two-three in the Kentucky Derby, as was 
the case in 1947. It is not at all likely to 
happen next year. In England one can 
more confidently expect the best horses to 
issue from the best mares. 

In this year’s Derby, to be run at Ep- 
som Downs June 7, the favorite is Tudor 
Minstrel, by the Derby winner Edward 
Tudor out of Sansonnet, the best 2-year- 
old filly of her year. His principal rival 
is Blue Train, a handsome, overgrown 
Blue Peter colt which is the first foal of 
Sun Chariot, one of England’s greatest 
race mares of all time. 


Sealark and Bottomdollar 


This is the kind of letter I like to get. 
It came some weeks ago from Lordsburg, 
N. M., and was signed by Rita and Frank 
Hill, but I think it must have been Rita 
who did the writing, as she has flung a 
rope at me before this. 

I print the letter almost in full because 
it re-emphasizes the keen appreciation of 
our Western horsemen of the utilitarian 
values of the Thoroughbred. 

Comparatively few persons realize fully 
the tremendous utility value of the Thor- 
oughbred, or his tremendous capacity for 
improving the usefulness and efficiency of 
working stock. 

This lack of appreciation is not difficult 
to understand. The Thoroughbred is a 


product of racing, and racing, except for 
its sporting and recreational aspects, is a 
peculiarly useless business. Useless, that 
is, as compared with pulling a plow or 
carrying a policeman or packing ammuni- 
tion up a mountain. 

If one is simply imagining, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine that a breed selected strict- 
ly on the basis of the speed required to 
get from one point to another on a race 
track would also excel in strictly work. 
aday tasks. 

You wouldn’t imagine it, and I wouldn't 
either, but it remains true, on the basis of 
actual results, that the Thoroughbred has 
been for many years, and still is, the best 
available source of breeding stock for the 
improvement of other breeds and types of 
light horses. 

Thus racing actually is responsible for 
the improvement of the breed of the horse, 
and when it ceases the improvement of 
the breed of the horse will cease, or at 
least become vastly more difficult. 

But this is getting to be too heavy a ser- 
mon for the text. The letter from Mr. and 


Mrs. Hill: 


“We were mighty happy to see our Sea- 
lark’s name in your recent lists of sires 
of winners, also his son Sealeggy’s name 
in list of sires of money-earners. Sea- 
lark’s name was in your list of sires of 
winners in 1941 also.

Sealark’s 
colts ran first and third. The second run- 
ning of the race at 14-mile was last year 
(1946) and Sealark’s colts ran first and 
second. They make top cow horses and 
tough long distance rock horses. One of 
the best, if not the best, calf-roping horse 
in this corner of New Mexico is a Sealark 
colt owned by Gruells. 


“As to Sealark himself, since he is right 
here at the place all the time, he has to 
take on any job that comes up. Some of 
these are, work cattle, lead or drag steers 
to butcher’s scaffold, pull pipe out of the 
well, pull the old car when it won’t start, 
lead brones, carry one of us over these 
rough hills for several hours, or help teach 
his colts to run on the track. And he sure 
makes them hurry. We don’t believe 
there are many 15-year-old stallions in 
U. S. that can run with him. 

“We were much pleased with the article 
on Pan Zareta.

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Sirte at Mereworth Farm 


By last week-end breeders in central 
Kentucky for the first time in their lives 
were looking over the fence at a stallion 
imported from Italy. Walter J. Salmon’s 
recent purchase, the 10-year-old Sirte, ar- 
rived on the morning of May 23 at Mere- 
worth Farm. He had been vanned to Lex- 
ington after having been flown, along with 
Rex Ellsworth’s Gladiolo, Torero, and 
Teramo, from Milan. 


Placed in one of the several two-stall 
stallion barns, Sirte showed no ill effects 
of his voyage except an inflamed hock, the 
result of a considerable amount of activity 
with his hind legs in the van which took 
the four horses from the Newark airport 
to a quarantine station in Brooklyn. 

He was thin and spare, as if he had long 
survived insufficient rations, but his swing- 
ing gallop and his high interest in his new 
surroundings left no question of the gen- 
eral state of his health. He is a huge 
chestnut, like his sire, about 17 hands tall, 
in good proportion, with feet and legs well 
set on. His back ribs, whose outlines are 
not difficult to see, are well sprung. 

Except for his sire, *Ortello, which died 
last month in California, Sirte is the first 
Thoroughbred stallion imported from Italy 
to the United States. He is one of the 
many good classic winners got by the 
horse which is generally accepted as the 


best race horse by *Teddy. Though he 
was never out of the first three in his 12 
starts, he gained his principal distinction 
at three when he won six of his seven 
races, including the Gran Premio di Mil- 
ano, 3,000 meters, (17% miles), in which 
he was five lengths ahead of the second, 
Bellini. 

Though he won two of his five starts at 
two his best race in that season probably 
was his third placing in the Premio Chi- 
sura, one of Italy’s two most important 2- 
year-old events, in which he was beaten a 
head and a neck by Bellini and Vello. By 
coincidence more than half his races were 
run on muddy tracks. He raced only at 
Milan’s San Siro. 

Sirte is one of the four foals of the Kib- 
wesi mare Silene, a winner and half-sister 
to the classic winner and prominent Italian 
sire Salpiglossis. It is one of the leading 
Italian families, including, through a Ger- 
man branch, the successful *Mio d’Arezzo 
(sire of Mioland and Sirde), which is pos- 
sibly the largest Thoroughbred stallion in 
America.

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Perry Belmont, 96, 
Dies at Newport 


Perry Belmont. 96, son of August Bel- 
mont. Sr.. one of the traditional figures in 
American racing. died at Newport, R. L, 
on May 25. He had been confined to a 
hospital there since last August. He was 
born December 28, 1850. 

He was one of three sons surviving Au- 
gust Belmont Ist. The others were Au- 
cust Belmont 2nd, who was the most ac- 
tive in racing after his father’s death, and 
Oliver Hazard Perry Belmont. 

Perry Belmont, though his outside in- 
terests were extensive, at one time was 
fairly active on the Turf, and among other 
horses owned Ethelbert, winner of the 
Lawrence Realization. Dixiana, Peconic. 
Pocantico. Broadway. Metropolitan, Stand- 
ard and other stakes and handicaps. He 
also was an amateur rider and driver, was 
a member of the Coaching Club, and 
played polo in the early days of the inter- 
national matches with England. 

He was the first president of the Turf 
and Field Club at Belmont Park, which 
was named in honor of his father, and 
also was the first president of the United 
Hunts Racing Association. Mr. Belmont 
was one of the founders of The Jockey 
Club, incorporated in 1894; the only sur- 
vivor among these now is A. H. Morris. 

With his brother, August, he owned a 
stud at Foucarmont. in Normandy, where 
Ethelbert stood with *Rock Sand and 
Octagon. The mare *Queen’s Bower was 
bought by Mr. Belmont in England and 
was bred to *Rock Sand, producing 
*Qu’Elle est Belle 2nd. French Oaks win- 
ner, which was mated with Ethelbert and 
produced *Quelle Chance, dam of Chance 
Play. Chance Shot. Pari-Mutuel, others. 

During the Spanish-American war he 
served as a major in the Second Army 
Corps. and in World War I was a captain 
in the Remount Service. His interest in 
politics led to his serving in Congress 
from 1880 to 1888. and he later became 
minister to Spain. He was educated at 
Harvard University, and also attended the 
University of Berlin and Columbia Uni- 
versity. For a time he practiced law, and 
was an attorney in an important lawsuit 
which led to the declaration by the Su- 
preme Court that the telegraph business 


was part of interstate commerce. He also 


wrote several books. 


His mother was the former Caroline « 


Perry, daughter of Commodore Matthew 
C. Perry. who opened up Japan, and a 
niece of Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, 
hero of the Battle of Lake Erie. His wife 
was the former Jessie Robbins, who died 
in Paris in 1935. Nearest of kin among 
Mr. Belmont’s survivors are a nephew, 
Morgan Belmont, and three cousins.

Since 1921, one of the chief attractions 
in Kentucky’s Blue Grass section has been 
Man o’ War. Samuel D. Riddle’s great 
Thoroughbred. 

Foaled in 1917, by Fair Play—Mahu- 
bah, by *Rock Sand, Man o’ War went to 
the races in 1919 and lost only once (to 
Upset) in 10 starts, came back as a 3- 
year-old in 1920 to win 11 times in 11 
starts, finished his racing career with a 
record of 20 wins in 21 starts and total 
earnings of $249,465. 

Next year he was retired to stud—and 
the visitors began arriving. They weren’t 
all horsemen. There were ranchers from 
Wyoming, oilmen from Texas, corn farm- 
ers from Iowa and Illinois, cloak-and- 
suiters from the big cities. All of them. 
and more too, including foreign digni- 
taries, wanted to see “Big Red.” 

It was estimated that some 50,000 per- 
sons had visited Man o’ War annually 
since 1921. Another estimate was that 
1.500.000 persons had paid him homage. 
The visitors signed guest books, dozens of 
them. At times there were so many call- 
ers that their automobiles filled the area 
around the horse’s barn. stretched out onto 
Huffman’s Mill road which runs past the 
farm. 

This summer, visitors won’t be able to 
see the old champion. Now 30 years old, 
Man o’ War has been showing some signs 
of strain. Owner Samuel Riddle decided 
that beginning June 15 and throughout 
the hot weather, Man o’ War will remain 
in seclusion.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 
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STAKES AND HORSES, 


Tailspin Emerges 
In the Peter Pan 


It has been observed freely this spring 
that the 3-year-old division lacks a leader 
equal to Assault, Count Fleet, or Whirl- 
away. The Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakness were won by different horses, 
neither of them favorites, and the Bel- 
mont Stakes. last of the Triple Crown 
races, seems to be an open affair. But 
despite the absence of an unbeaten leader, 
the 3-year-olds are quite an interesting 
group and have provided the public with 
some excellent racing. They have kept 
interest at a high level. 


Latest development in the 3-year-old 
ranks was Tailspin’s victory in the Peter 
Pan Handicap at Belmont Park on May 
24. Of those with some claim to accom- 
plishment this season, Jet Pilot, the Derby 
winner, and Faultless. the Preakness vic- 
tor. were absent. But Phalanx, which had 
been favored to win both those races, was 
on hand. So were Riskolater, the Fla- 
mingo Stakes winner; Cornish Knight, 
winner of the 1/c-mile Experimental; Bra- 
bancon, runner-up in the Flamingo and 
the Withers; and Stage Kid, a surprising 
third in the Withers. 

Then there were others, including Va- 
cance, placed in stakes last year, and Tail- 
spin, a Greentree Stable colt which hadn’t 
even been included among the hundred 
names in the Experimental Handicap. 

As far as the 114-mile distance was con- 
cerned, it seémed as if Phalanx might not 
hold much advantage. All this season it 
was conceded that the middle distances 
were not his happiest medium, he needed 
longer races. But on class alone he seemed 
to stand out, and was made favorite at 9 
to 10. It was the fourth time in his five 
starts this year that he played that role. 
And for the fourth time, he was defeated. 


Defeat was provided by the same stable 
that had upset the Excelsior Handicap 
field with Coincidence. This time Trainer 
John Gaver of Greentree Stable sent out 
Tailspin, a colt which had been raced 
sparingly at two and had been generally 
overlooked when 3-year-olds were under 
discussion. He was seventh choice (at 
$37.90 to $1) in a field of 11. 

Jockey Ted Atkinson had him out of the 
gate well up with the others, sent him to 
third on the backstretch when Hyblaze 
and Cornish Knight dropped back, chose 
the short route on the turn, and caught 
Brabancon in the stretch, winning by a 
length. Phalanx was toward the rear 
(ninth and seventh) early in the race, 
moved to fifth on the back side, advanced 
on the outside on the far turn, closed on

Brabancon in the stretch, was beaten a 
length for third. 

Young Peter finished well, and the 
judges studied a _ photo before  plac- 
ing Phalanx ahead of him. Brabancon, 
pursuing the run of fortune for which he 
has become noted this year, ended up as 
he had in the Flamingo and the Withers: 
the Peter Pan was, in fact, his fifth second 
of the year, his ninth in two seasons. But 
it has not been unprofitable; he has earned 
$22,250 this season by being close up 
when the money was passed out. 

Phalanx (126) gave 17 pounds to the 
winner, nine pounds to Brabancon, and 
from six to 21 pounds to everything else 
in the field. Phalanx, of course, will come 
out for the Belmont this Saturday, but 
Arcaro won't ride him. Ruperto Donoso, 
the Chilean import, will be aboard; the 
Are will be on Khyber Pass, another C. V. 
Whitney horse. 


Donor Wins the Yankee 


At Suffolk Downs on May 24 another 
band of 3-year-olds hooked up in the $25,- 
000-added Yankee Handicap, at 1,3; miles. 
Donor made the race the occasion for a 
handy win, his first of the season. In his 
only other start he had been fourth to 
Owners Choice in the seven-furlong Swift 
Stakes. The Challedon colt moved to sec- 
ond on the back side, running past Royal 
Lover, End of Strife, and Atomic Power, 
disposed of Loyal Legion in the stretch, 
and won by 11% lengths. His sire had won 
the race in 1939. 

Royal Lover, which forced the pace-mak- 
ing Loyal Legion in the early stages, ran 
well, indicated that he will not remain a 
maiden much longer. The Marlet Stable 
colt, a son of *Mahmoud, was unplaced in 
his only start at two last year, had not 
been to the post this year prior to the 
Yankee Handicap. Atomic Power, win- 
ner of the Fountain of Youth and Consti- 
tution Handicaps this year. was crowded, 
but closed well. 

Donor was one of the leading 2-year-olds 
of 1946, drew 119 pounds (level with Cos- 
mic Missile and Faultless) in the Experi- 
mental. 


Turbine’s Quick Trip 


The May 24 feature at Havre de Grace 
was the Havre de Grace vogue” vid for 3- 
year-olds and upward at 114 miles. Three- 
year-olds passed up the race, which went 
to the able Turbine, five. The son of Burn- 
ing Star was never farther back than third, 
advanced to second at the top of the 
stretch, and’ nosed out Blue Yonder in the 
drive. Both Turbine and Blue Yonder 
passed Shivaree in the stretch after the 
Fisher horse had set the pace, Turbine, 
carrying 123 pounds, equaled Osculator’s 
track record of 1:494¢ for the mile and a 
furlong, set in 1933 under 104 pounds. 

Lucas B. Combs’ handsome Dark 
Jungle took the Steger Handicap, Lin- 


coln Fields-at-Hawthorne, on May 25. He 
won by five lengths over Mighty Story, 
with Jack S. L. third. 


Hirsch and Hirsch 


Earlier in the week Harmonica, which 
had been second to But Why Not in the 
Acorn Stakes, won the Coaching Club 
American Oaks at Belmont Park on May 
20. It was her first stakes win. Cosmic 
Missile was a neck behind, Snow Goose 
was third. Harmonica is trained by Max 
Hirsch, Jr. But Why Not, which was 
fourth, and had been unbeaten this year, 
is trained by Max Hirsch, Sr. 

A regrettable aftermath of the race was 
the death of A. C. Ernst’s Alrenie, a War 
Admiral filly which bolted, knocked down 
a portion of temporary fence, kicked an 
iron post and broke her right hind leg. She 
was destroyed. 


Inroc, Mud, 1:10 


Next day’s racing at Belmont (May 21) 
saw Inroc running the straight course in 
1:10 over a muddy track. The Jaclyn 
Stable colt finished the six furlongs of the 
Roseben Handicap with a 314-length lead 
over Fighting Frank. Brown Mogul was 
third. True North, which holds the course 
record of 1:0814, was last in the field of 
seven, and his stablemate Cassis was next 
to last. After the race it was announced 
that Cassis would be retired to stud at

Profit and Loss, 
And Other Items 


At Keeneland spring meetings, before 
the opening of Grand Circuit harness rac- 
ing, and at the fall sessions, after the 
Roarin’ Grand has unwound for the year, 
one of the most interested onlookers is 
Tom Berry. If you read the trotting re- 
sults you know of Tom, because he makes 
news as Greyhound used to make track 
records. 


If you don’t know him, he can best be 
described to you as the Ben Jones and 
Eddie Arcaro of the harness world. He 
trains horses, and then he teams them 
with such success that he usually ends up 
as the leading reinsman in point of races 
won and/or money won. It is admiringly 
conceded in harness circles that he won 
the Hambletonian last summer with a 
colt “that was two seconds slower than 
the best horse in the race,” according to 
one railbird. 

There has been a suspicion in this de- 
partment, nourished by Tom’s presence at 
Keeneland and at such sales as he could 
attend, that he is more than a little inter- 
ested in training runners, but this he de- 
nies, explaining that he buys a galloper 


now and then just for the hell of it and 
not with the idea of changing horses in 
the middle of a career. He has found his 
occasional ownership of Thoroughbreds to 
be interesting and not unprofitable, and 
he shared in an international deal that 
may become important in its sphere. 

The United States is, of course, the prin- 
cipal source of Standardbred blood in 
European countries. Buyers from Nor- 
way, Sweden, Italy, and other places come 
here for racing and breeding stock, and 
many of them gravitate to Lexington. To 
a Norwegian buyer Tom sold the mare 
Golden Promise, by Sir Barton, which was 
referred to in Esben Kr. Aamot’s Gallop 
Poll letter in THe BLoop-Horse of April 
5 as one of the best hurdlers and steeple- 
chasers in Scandinavia, and a good brood- 
mare prospect. 

Tom’s interest in Thoroughbreds, to get 
to the immediate point, almost led to a 
change in direction for Eric Guerin, the 
jockey who did such a splendid job of 
rating Jet Pilot in the Derby. Along about 
1940, Tom was wintering his stable at 
Longwood, Fla., as usual, and had two 
Thoroughbreds in training at Tropical 
Park. He told Brownie Mulloy. his aide 
in charge of the running-horse division, 
to keep a lookout for a smart young boy 
who might be useful at the main stable. 
Brownie showed up with a 16-year-old 
named Eric Guerin, whose pleasant man- 
ner soon made him a member of the Berry 
household, where he filled the role of son.

Tom and Mrs. Berry had plans for send- 
ing the boy to school, of helping him to 
make a career in whichever direction he 
favored. But horsebacking, it turned out, 
was Guerin’s favored pursuit, and after 
several months with the Berrys he re- 
turned to Thoroughbreds. Harness rac- 
ing thus lost a potential recruit and the 
Berrys lost a member of the family, but 
the switch didn’t result in a deficit all 
around. Trainer Tom Smith found Guerin 
better than an empty saddle on the after- 
noon of May 3. 


Dry Track 


John W. Evans, referred to in THE 
Bioop-HorseE recently as the author of a 
bill to discourage alien horses from paw- 
ing up California’s golden strand, isn’t by 
several lengths the only learned member 
of his State’s General Assembly. Breath- 
ing hotly on his neck is Don A. Allen, a 
fellow Los Angeleno, who has introduced 
Bill No. 2343, which would prohibit the 
sale of alcoholic beverages where horse 
race meetings are held. The bill was sug- 
gested to him, he said, by an organization 
dedicated to “safety,” the name of which 
he could not remember. 

“Why, | know people,” Mr. Allen de- 
claimed righteously, “who go to the race 
track, get blind drunk, get all excited, then 
bet on some horse they don’t even know 
the name of.” 

Hey! Keep Kentuckians out of it! 

Mr. Evans, it is reported, has his name 
on 128 bills now pending in the California 
assembly, but Mr. Allen, who owns one 
of those fountain pens that writes forever, 
has his name on 160. One of them is a 
measure forbidding dentists to have signs 
with letters more than seven inches high. 
Next he'll want the race tracks to pro- 
hibit passing on the turns. 


Shuffled Back 


Mr. Allen may not know it, but James 
Donn of Florida’s Gulfstream Park was 
planning to relieve California tracks of 
their best horses, which would have sim- 
plified some of the State’s racing problems. 
In a sort of brochure (that’s a pamphlet, 
son) explaining why Gulfstream should 
get the Hialeah dates, Mr. Donn guaran- 
teed “ . . . if given the proper dates, to 
provide a stakes and purse schedule to 
restore Florida as the winter racing cap- 
ital of the United States.” 

Fortunately for California assemblymen, 
who otherwise would have to limit their 
talents to such less challenging problems 
as enlarging the budget while lowering 
taxes, the Florida legislature denied Mr. 
Donn the opportunity of staging a series 
of $100,000 races.

informed of every development. What a 
marvelous idea for the patrol judge to fol- 
low practically on top of the racing ani- 
mals throughout every inch of the race, 
in perfect comfort, regardless of weather 
or poor visibility due to rain and dust.

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Signs and Superstitions 


Raymond Super, of Philadelphia, in- 
quires as to the significance of the signs 
of the zodiac that appear at the bottom 
of the Reminders column in THE BLoop. 
Horse each week. We often wonder about 
them too, and once the editorial staff was 
bold enough to discontinue them, but pro- 
tests snowed in, and somewhat awed by 
such a vigorous display of public opinion, 
we put them back. 

They are used by farmers for guidance 
in a variety of operations, from planting 
potatoes to shingling the roof, and are 
used by horsemen principally in connec. 
tion with castration and weaning. The 
rule most generally followed is that wean- 
ing and castration should be attempted 
only when the sign is progressing down- 
ward from the knees. During this month, 
for instance, the proper time for castrating 
was between the twelfth and the fifteenth. 
It could have been done at another time, 
of course. but at the risk of incurring the 
displeasure of a variety of unidentified 
occult or astrological powers possessing 
an infinite capacity for evil. 

A quick poll taken at a recent meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America dis- 
closed that most horsemen pay some at- 
tention to the sign, but without any great 
conviction. Douglas Davis follows it in 
castrating; Paul Ebelhardt, of Calumet 
Farm, consults it for castrating and wean- 
ing. Pat O'Neil, of the A. C. Ernst farm, 
and Ira Drymon also are guided by the 
zodiac. but mostly because the old-timers 
working for them insist on it. 

“The colored boys at my place _posi- 
tively won't let me go against the sign,” 
O'Neil explained. “If I don’t follow the 
sign, and anything goes wrong, my men 
blame me for causing bad luck,” Drymon 
said. “But I weaned my foals last fall 
without consulting the sign, and IL haven't 
noticed any difference from other years.” 

Carter Thornton, however, says he pays 
no attention to anything but the clock and 
the calendar. “The sign? Hell, no. I do 
my work as I have time for it.” In con- 
tract to this heresy isthe story told of a 
central Kentucky breeder who insisted on 
the postponement of a surgical operation 
needed by his wife. “We'll wait a week,” 
he told the attending physician. “The 
sign ain’t right.”

On and Off 


The proposal: That Armed, Assault, 
and Stymie, three of the greatest money- 
winning horses of all time, meet in a spe- 
cial race at Atlantic City’s track on June 
7. John B. (Jack) Kelly, president of the 
Atlantic City Racing Association offered 
$50,000 for the race over the 114 miles 
distance on a winner-take-all basis. 

The reaction: 

Trainer Jimmie Jones—Armed, recov- 
ering from a cut on his hind ankle re- 
ceived as he won the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on March 28, probably would 
be ready for a race on June 7, but prob- 
ably would not be up to a race as severe 
as the one proposed promised to be. 

Trainer Max Hirsch—He was willing,

Stopped Truckin’, 
Started Training 


ATLANTIC City 

Herb Schoch, one-time “cowboy” from 
Pitman, N. J., swapped a horse van for a 
horse and thus took a long stride forward 
in a promising career as a trainer. 

The 32-year-old former rodeo performer 
who handles the Harry James-Betty Gra- 
ble string of Thoroughbreds and other 
freely admits that favorite 
horse is his own Supermont, the four-leg- 
ged party in the peculiar bit of horse trad- 
ing.

The 7-year-old bay gelding still is run- 
ning for Schoch despite the fragile ankles 
that have plagued him throughout his rac- 
ing life. He won two races in six starts 
at Santa Anita this year. 

“It was back in 1944 that Supermont 
was in the Helis stable at Rancocas, N. J..” 
Schoch said. “He was broken down and 
unwanted. I'd once cashed a good bet 
on him in New York and always thought a 
lot of him. As a 2-year-old, he beat Count 
Fleet and I liked his breeding. His sire 
is William du Pont, Jr..s Rosemont. 

“Anyway. the stable was anxious to ac- 
quire a horse van I owned. That was 
when it was difficult to move horses by 
rail. I told them I'd take Supermont for 
it. 

“They tried to talk me out of the choice, 
but I was insistent. Finally. I got him 
but had to sign an agreement that I knew 
his condition and would waive any further 
claim.” 

Schoch nursed Supermont back into rac- 
ing form and thinks he has been repaid 
richly. Today the conservative estimate 
of a horse’s daily upkeep is $10—and that 
doesn’t include transportation costs. That 
means a horse running in the $3,.000- 
$4,000 bracket has to win at least two 
races annually for his owner to break even. 

Last year Supermont earned $6.500; the 
year before, $7,125. 

However, Schoch mainly feels indebted 
to the horse for bringing him recognition

as a trainer. He started training in 1940, 
but it was only after he acquired Super- 
mont that he really got going. 

He now has 14 horses belonging to 
Harry James and Betty Grable and also 
horses owned by Oliver Troup and H. B. 
Shinn. 

Schoch became interested in Thorough- 
bred racing after spending several years 
as a rodeo hand. He performed for Col. 
Jim Eskew and the 101 Ranch. The show 


purchased two Thoroughbreds for flat rac- 
ing exhibitions at fairs, and it was Schoch 
who took over the task of training them. 

Schoch’s father, viewing his son’s suc- 
cess, started training horses himself two 
years ago. He had been a horse dealer 
in Pitman. 

Both father and son have horses running 
at the 21-day spring meeting at Atlantic 
City.

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Cloudy and Stormy 


It was getting tougher and tougher for 
lots of persons to make a living. 

High prices, shortages of materials and 
a maze of other factors threatened a re- 
cession, according to many economists, 
but the recession already had struck in 
some fields. 

In Chicago, dust was reported gathering 
in gambling joints across the city. Mayor 
Martin H. Kennelly had promised reform 
in his campaign and that, apparently, was 
what the city was getting. The shutdown 
closed big and little gambling spots, from 
the swank chrome-and-blond-leather places 
with roulette tables to those which fea- 
tured combination hostesses and dice 
girls. 

“The syndicate” which controlled gamb- 
ling closed its doors early, perhaps fig- 
uring that the sooner it closed, the sooner 
it would be able to resume operation. 
The numbers racket and the policy 
wheels still were operating. Police said 
they were hard to stop because of their 
transient nature. 

Mayor Kennelly said he did not expect 
to wipe out gambling completely, but he 
hoped to minimize it, rid it of racketeering 
aspects, loosen the syndicate’s grip. 


In New York City, Magistrate Eugene 
R. Canudo sentenced Frank Corrao to 90 
days or a $300 fine for bookmaking activi- 
ties, which included accepting a $50 bet on 
the New York Yankees. Mr. Corrao also 
drew an additional 30 days in the work- 
house for being a third offender. 

The sentence served notice that book- 
makers face longer sentences and stiffer 
fines. The old scale had been $75 or 30 


days for first offenders.

SEABISCUIT HANDICAP 


The Seabiscuit Handicap, in honor of 
the famous horse which died May 17, will 
be inaugurated by the Del Mar Turf Club 
for the track’s eighth annual summer 
meeting opening August 5 and running to 
September 20. 


The race, to be run September 6, will 
be over 11, miles, the distance for which 
Seabiscuit holds the Del Mar track record 
of 1:49, set when he defeated Ligaroti in 
a match race in 1938.

In Louisville, a Criminal Court jury 
sentenced a handbook operator to 10 days 
in jail and a fine of $100 on a charge of 
keeping a disorderly place. The defend- 
ant was indicted on that charge because, 
the prosecuting attorney said, “we can’t 
get convictions on handbook charges.” 

Two of the jurors were excused from 
the panel on that case because they told 
the court they had “conscientious scruples 
against sending a handbook operator to 
jail.” 

The defendant’s attorney told the jury 
the State was trying to send his client to 
jail for taking bets on the races, something 
he said could be done legally at Churchill 
Downs. Answered the prosecutor: It is 
legal to make whisky in a licensed dis- 
tillery but illegal to make it in a private 
home across the street. 

Other activity in Louisville: Criminal 
Court Judge Loraine Mix declared gamb- 
ling was widespread in the city, asked the 
new grand jury for indictments. Police 
raided a private club, the American Le- 
gion club rooms in the Seelbach Hotel, 
seized 14 slot machines. A _ police court 


judge fined a Nicholasville, Ky., man who 


was described as the “biggest gambling 
operator” at the Armory, where the Ken- 
tucky high school basketball tournament 
was held in March. 


At Newport, Kentucky, six persons were 
arrested, five on charges of operating a 
policy racket and the other with unlawful 
assembly. Taken to the police station, the 
six were released on bonds totaling $3,600, 
One of the accused dug into his pocket for 
the cash, happened to have it mostly in 
$100 bills. 


In Des Moines, Iowa, a police vice 
squad raided a sociable bingo party at a 
church. Said police later: “The party was 
not gambling because the bingo was only 
an incidental part of the entertainment at 
a social gathering. The admission fee in- 
cluded coffee and doughnuts as well as 
bingo.” 

The police promised the operator of 
the bingo game that they would return 
his cards and-dises. 

In Lexington, Ky., where a grand jury 
report regarding the activities of book- 
makers and the service had closed pool- 
rooms and silenced loudspeakers, some of 
the unemployed ticket writers lounged in 
front of local hotels and movie houses, 
wan and wondering. Said a passerby of 
those blinking at the unaccustomed sun: 
“They look pale as stalks of celery.” 

At least one bookmaker, according to 
rumor, was preparing for reconversion. 
His new endeavor—a popcorn stand. 

Some moved back indoors, at a respect- 
able distance outside the city limits. At 
nearby towns business picked up. A 
member of the staff of THe BLoop-Horse 
driving through Paris, in adjoining Bour- 
bon County, slowed up to listen to “the 
call” issuing in volume from a Main Street 
building.

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Code of Standards 
Amended by TRA 


First major showdown between the two 
groups found The Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations of the United States. Ine.. 
dropping from its “Code of Standards” 
one section which had aroused the ire of 
the Horseman’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

The amendment of Article 8 of the Code 
was made at the suggestion of the HPBA, 
according to the announcement by Judge 
James E. Dooley, TRA president, on May 
is; 

Article 8 of the Code originally had 
read: “(a) It shall be the policy of mem- 
ber tracks of the Association to consider 
the acceptance of stall space by any per- 
sons for any race meeting scheduled by 
such member track as approval by such 
persons of the published purses and race 
conditions for such meeting. 

“After public announcement has been 
made of the purses to be paid at such 
scheduled meeting, no member track of 
the Association shall consider demands for 
increased purses at any scheduled meeting 
when such demands are accompanied by 
threats or an intimidation by any individ- 
ual group, or organization who has _pre- 
viously accepted stall space.” 

As amended, according to the announce- 
ment, section “a” under Article 8 was 
dropped and sections “b.” dealing with 
allotment of stall space, and “c.” dealing 
with appointment of stewards, were left 
unchanged and now become sections “a” 
and “b.” 

The TRA’s amending action also ex- 
tended to two other articles, neither of 
which dealt with the compulsory finger- 
printing of those connected with racing,

Inroc was foaled March 27, 1943, at Ira 
Drymon’s farm, Lexington. At the Keene- 
land Summer Sales of 1944 he was bought 
by the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, rep- 
resenting H. D. Ulmer, for $4,000. Mr. 
Ulmer, an orange grower and_ business 
man of Largo, Fla.. near Indian Rock 
Beach, had named his new racing estab-

lishment the Indian Rock Stable, named 
the Only One colt accordingly. 

At two, Inroc won four races and was 
second in the Bashford Manor, Hyde Park, 
and Hopeful Stakes. In the fall of 1945 
he was sold to Jay Paley, California radio 
executive, who was assembling a racing 
stable. Last year, falling below his prom- 
ise, he was second to Bonnie Beryl in a 
division of the Jamaica Handicap. The 
Jaclyn Stable for which he now races is 
owned by Jay Paley and Leon Levy, who 
named the stable for their daughters, Jac- 
queline Paley and Lynn Levy. 

Inroc is the first stakes winner bred by 
Ira Drymon, who has at his farm a year- 
ling filly by Okapi out of Noble Gift, dam 
of Inroc. She will not be offered at auc- 
tion, however, as Mr. Ulmer agreed to buy 
her even before she was foaled. Mr. Ul- 
mer had owned Shadow K., a colt by 
Okapi—Noble Gift, and thought he was 
faster than Inroc, but he died from an 
overdose of phenothiazine before he could 
be raced. It was at his suggestion that Mr. 
Drymon bred the mare back to Okapi. 
Noble Gift was bred to Challedon this 
year. 

Only One, sire of Inroc, owned by Mrs. 
Deering Howe (now Mrs. Brooks Howe), 
stood at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington. He 
won the Dixie, American Legion, Dela- 
ware, Baltimore, and Prince Georges 
Handicaps, placed in other stakes. In De- 
cember, 1943, he was destroyed because of 
extreme nervousness, caused by blindness. 
Besides Inroc he sired the very fast sprint- 
er True North, and one other stakes win- 
ner, Last.

Her 
next pretentious effort was in an overnight 
race at Belmont Park on May 6, when she 
beat Carolyn A., the Louisiana Derby win- 
ner. Next she was second to But Why 
Not in the Acorn Stakes, her last start 
prior to the C. C. A. Oaks. 

J. J. Watts, her owner, was associated 
in the ownership of the Warm Stable with 
Arnold Hanger, A. J. Sackett, J. L. Pratt, 
and Silas B. Mason. Assisting in the for- 
mation of the stable, early in 1929, was the 
late Harry Payne Whitney. who sold them 
several horses, including Victorian, which 
the year before had won the Preakness 
and other stakes. Shortly before the Warm 
Stable was organized, Mr. Whitney had 
similarly encouraged Mrs. Henry C. 
Phipps and her brother, Ogden Mills, to 
form the Wheatley Stable, for which 
Snark, sire of Harmonica, was a distin- 
guished performer.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
Detroit, Hollywood 
Tracks Show Gains 


Opening of meetings at the Detroit Fair 
Grounds and at Hollywood Park May 24 
found both tracks showing gains in at- 
tendance and pari-mutuel handle over the 
1946 openers, but in per-capita betting the 
tracks went in opposite directions. 


A per capita betting gain came at De- 
troit. Attendance there on opening day 
was 24,532, a gain of 1 per cent over the 
24,226 persons who viewed the opener in 
1946. Pari-mutuel turnover was $779,393, 
42 per cent up from the $546,879 figure of 
last year. Per capita betting was $31.77, 
up about 40 per cent from the $22.57 
figure of 1946. 

The big gain in attendance came at 
Hollywood Park, with 45,393 persons rub- 
bing shoulders with each other, as com- 
pared with 30,374 last year. The increase 
was about 49 per cent. Pari-mutuel handle 
was $2,224,493, up 15 per cent from last 
year’s $1,918,454. Per capita betting was 
$49, some 20 per cent under the $63.16 
figure of 1946. 

Belmont Park, Havre de Grace, Suf- 
folk Downs and Lincoln Fields continued 
to do well at the admission gates and pari- 
mutuel windows. 


At Lincoln Fields, attendance on May 
24 was the highest of the meeting to date, 
20,717 persons wagering a high of $1,- 
257.957. Previous highs in both depart- 
ments had been established on May 17, 
when 18,673 persons wagered $1,097,943. 


RENT BOOST 


Like most other States, Michigan had 
need for more money in its treasury. To 
State officials a possible source of in- 
creased revenue seemed to be the race 
meeting conducted at the Detroit Fair 
grounds each year by the Detroit Racing 
Association. 


Since 1933, the Association had oper- 
ated under a 15-year lease calling for a 
$12,000 annual rental fee. The State’s 
other revenue from the meeting had come 
from daily license fees ranging from 
$2.500 to $4,500, and a tax on admissions. 

Last year the Michigan Supreme Court 
ruled the Detroit Racing Association’s 
lease void because of technicalities. 

On May 21, the Michigan legislature 
passed the Cloon Bill, which raised the 
rental fee to $250,000 annually, provided 
for an 11 per cent commission on _pari- 
mutuel betting in the Detroit area, with 
five per cent and one-half the breakage to 
a dime going to the State, and 6 per cent 
and the other half of the breakage going 
to the association. Last year through an 
83-day meeting the Detroit track handled 
$42,076,459. Five per cent of this would 
have been $2,103,727. 


Gov. Kim Sigler signed the measure the 
day it reached his desk. 

Officials of the Detroit Racing Associ- 
ation protested the 2.000 per cent rent 
hike, said it was ridiculous to think they 
could pay. An eviction notice was served. 
The notice carried a 30-day period of 
grace, but it seemed that no legal measure 
would be taken which would interfere with 
the current meeting, expected to produce 
an estimated $2,500,000 in revenue for the 
State. 


Lewis L. Bredin, state racing commis- 
sioner, announced that an auditing firm 
would be on hand to check and prove all 
pari-mutuel transactions, including wager- 
ing on the daily double. The Detroit track 
doesn’t have totalisator, and_ total 
amounts wagered have not appeared on 
the centerfield odds board. They will be 
posted under the new set-up, Bredin said. 


CHURCH HEADS HORSEMEN 


Melville Church 2nd, of Rixeyville, Va., 
was elected president of the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Association on May 16, suc- 
ceeding Kenneth N. Gilpin, of Boyce, Va. 
Mr. Gilpin, who because of illness had 
asked to be relieved, was made honorary 
president. He had been president of the 
Association since its inception in 1940.

MOVIES IN COLOR 


Owners, trainers, and jockeys will view 
colored movies of the efforts of their horses 
during Hollywood Park’s 50-day meeting 
which opened May 24. The track man- 
agement said it was the first time in Turf 
history that colored movies would be taken 
of every foot of each race. 

The movies will be ready for projection 
the following morning for the motion pic- 
ture reviewing board as well as for others 
who wish to see pictures in color of the 
previous day’s races. The races will be 
photographed from a new 60-foot tower 
located in the centerfield. 

Black-and-white pictures will be taken 
from four other towers located around the 
track and will be available for use by the 
stewards after each race, in case of 
inquiry. 


BELMONT BACKSTRETCH 


The Westchester Racing Association, 
owner and operator of Belmont Park, 
plans “the most modern backstretch ree- 
reation center racing has yet seen” ac- 
cording to an announcement by George 
D. Widener, president. Construction will 
not start until the government lifts restric- 
tions against that type of building. 

The plans call for a centrally located 
building containing a large main hall for 
showing movies or for other gatherings, 
billiard tables, ping pong sets and other 
games, writing facilities and libraries, and 
a snack bar. 

When completed, the center may have a 
resident manager who will supervise the 
center and organize and promote athletics 
among the 900-odd workers the Belmont 
plant has during the racing season. 


NO DICE 


Police orders closing 23 gambling 
houses in the Stockton, Tracy, and Lodi 
areas of California has resulted in a flood 
of applications to the California Unen- 
ployment Insurance Commission office at 
Stockton. 

About 400 professional gamblers in 
those three communities were reported to 
have filed for unemployment insurance. 
William Hobler, Stockton manager for the 
commission, said he had rejected all but a 
few of the claims, and that about 50 men 
had filed appeals. 

Hobler’s ruling: That any individual 
who limits himself to the gambling pro 
fession is ineligible for compensation.

(6). The fall did not result from the 
horse refusing. He jumped that fence 
but hit it very hard and bobbled on land- 
ing, catching Gerry off balance. 


The first two corrections are technical 
ones and simply for the record. The last 
four, however, I stress particularly, be- 
cause as these items were written in the 
article they leave an impression of a crazy 
sort of individual without much dignity 
or intelligence. All of us who loved Gerry 
knew that it was his great love of the game 
and his indomitable courage that drove 
him on to ride despite handicaps of size 
and weight and often not the best of 
horses. 

One more point I would like to mention 
about the article—the very lurid and vivid 
description of what happened after the fall 
seems to me to serve no good purpose. All 
the unfortunate witnesses of that horrify- 
ing spectacle will have it indelibly 
stamped in their memories and will need 
no printed reminders, nor do the members 
of Gerry’s family and his friends. 

What we all will remember and miss so 
keenly is his gallant spirit, loyal friend- 
ship and devotion to the highest ideals in 
sport.

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operated the Juan Franco race track in 
Panama City for many years on a non- 
profit basis, purely for the love of the 
sport and with the idea of one day having 
a beautiful, modern track which would be 
a credit to his country. If his health had 
permitted, he would have realized this 
dream, I am sure. 

Mr. Espinosa spent many thousands of 
dollars trying to improve the breed of 
horses in the country, and many more 
thousands importing horses which he sold 
to Panamanians and Americans alike, and 
in fact to anyone who wished to enter the 
racing game. There were no down pay- 
ments made on these horses; they were 
paid for with 50 per cent of the purses 
won and if the horse broke down or for 


any reason could not win enough to pay 
for himself, Mr. Espinosa took the loss, 
not the owner. 


Many people have called the track when 
under Mr. Espinosa’s management, a 
“charitable institution.” For he is a char- 
itable man who has done more for his 
fellow men than any other one man in the 
country. 


As you perhaps know, I have been as- 
sociated with Mr. Espinosa for the past 17 
years. Knowing these things and many 
more instances of his generosity and 
sportsmanship, is it any wonder that my 
blood boiled when I read Salvator’s ar- 
ticle? 

I don’t believe that it was a “planned 
and skillfully executed” coup. I know that 
Mr. Espinosa was undecided whether to 
race the horse or not after the disappoint- 
ing race he had run before the Handicap 
when he was supposed to be in perfect 
condition and expected to make a better 
showing. Perhaps he isn’t a great horse; 
that remains to be seen. We have to ad- 
mit the breaks were in his favor that day 
when the pace was so very fast. 


Mr. Espinosa might be averse to having 
his finances discussed but since Salvator 
started it, let me say that I doubt if he 
has had any financial worries or would 
have had any whether or not he won the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 


The last line of the paragraph was quite 
surprising too. I wasn’t of the impression 


that was the main idea of those events. It 
would be interesting to know if Salvator 
has the same opinion of the Kentucky 
Derby.
